NEEDS OF CHRISTIAN LIFE 


Enthusiastic 
endorsement 
of 
President Roosevelt ana his policies 
W’as given Saturday afternoon by a 
corps of speakers headed by Gover­ 
nor George H. Earle at the demo­ 
cratic rally and ox roast at the 
South mountain fair grounds. A 
crowd estimated at about 4,000 per­ 
sons listened for two hours and a 
half to their governor, party candi­ 
dates and other guest speakers. 
Paying tribute to “the amazing 
knowledge of President Roosevelt” 
Governor Earle said: “If all the peo­ 
ple in this country knew the Presi­ 
dent as intimately as I do there 
wouldn’t be 10,000 republican votes 
in the whole nation. 
He has the 
biggest heart and the biggest brain! 
of any man in this country.” 
The governor 
was the second 
speaker on the afternoon’s program. 
With District Attorney John P. Butt, 
democratic county chairman, pre­ 
siding. Congressman Harry L. Haines 
was presented first to the crowd. 
The governor and these other speak­ 
ers followed: Mrs. Emma Guffey Mil­ 
ler. Pittsburgh, sister of Senator Jo­ 
seph Guffey; State Senator John S. 
Rice; P. Clair Ross, for state treas­ 
urer; State Senator Warren S. Rob­ 
erts, for auditor general and Charles 
H Richter, for representative in the 
general assembly. 
Haines Laud* Earle 
Congressman Haines opened his 
address with a tribute to Governor 
Earle, whom he labeled as “one of 
the greatest men in public life to­ 
day, a champion of the common peo­ 
ple, who, I believe, is destined for 
the presidency.” 
Turning then to national affairs, 
the speaker challenged his listeners 
to point to one act of the Roosevelt 
administration that was intended to 
injure anyone. “We are determined 
to carry on in this country for the 
benefit of every man. woman and 
child. 
We have made tremendous 
strides. I have yet to find a fanner 
who does not say that his lot is 
better today than when Hoover was 
president.” 
Haines declared that he wants to 
back President Roosevelt “IOO per 
cent” in everything he asks and 
pointed to the need for a “sympa­ 
thetic congress” 
He 
labeled 
as 
“bunk” the warnings of the trend 
toward fascism 
and communism, 
and affirmed that the danger from 
these forces grow less as the country’ 
becomes more prosperous. 
"Com­ 
munism thrives on destitution and 
not among a happy contented peo­ 
ple,” he asserted. 
Urge* Comparison 
Early in his address Governor 
Earle asked the people to list as the 
determining question in deciding on 
how’ they will vote this fall that of 
whether or not they are better off 
now than in 1932 
He declared that 
people of this state are going to stay 
democratic politically because they 
cannot be fooled any longer. 
He 
listed the public schools of this state, 
the greatest in tilt* world, he said, 
and the appearance of outstanding 
liberal newspapers as the causes for 
the change. 
Governor Earle stated that he be­ 
lieves that with normal weather

E arly in th e m onth of Ju n e, 1731, an ad v e rtise m en t w as subm itted to B enjam in F ran k lin for p ublica­ 
tion in his P e n n sy lv a n ia G azette, issued in P h ilad elp h ia and P en n sy lv an ia’s second new spaper. 
T he a d ­ 
v ertisem en t sta te d th a t a ship in th e h arb o r w ould soon lie read? to sail fo r B arbadoes and th a t p assen ­ 
g ers and sh ip p e rs m ig h t m eet the C ap tain a t a d esig n ated place. 
A t the b o tto m of the ad v ertisem en t a p ­ 
peared this p o sts c rip t: 
“ No Sea B ens nor B lack G ow ns W ill Be A dm itted O n A ny T erm s.” 


F ra n k lin , busy a t th e tim e, failed to d iscern significance in the p o stsc rip t, o th e r th a n reflection th a t 
it a p p a re n tly w as innocent hum or designed to a ttr a c t atten tio n . 
T he a d v e rtise m e n t wus published and 
im m ediately a sto rm of p ro test broke. 
( citicism w as barbed as m any re a d e rs th rea ten e d to te rm in ate 
th e ir su b scrip tio n s. 
F ra n k lin found to his am az em e n t th a t “ Sea B ens” and “ B lack G ow ns,” fa r from in­ 
n ocent hum or, w ere sa ilo rs’ sla n g th a t em bodied in su ltin g reference to th e clerg y of th e C hurch of 
E n g lan d . 


F ra n k lin re g re tte d his acceptance of th e five sh illin g s fo r th e a d v e rtise m e n t. 
B e m ade a public 
apology in his issue of Ju n e IO, 1731. 


B enjam in F ra n k lin recognized the p rin cip le th a t his w as a d irect R E S P O N S IB IL IT Y to his read ers 
to m ain tain his n ew sp a p er free of questionable, u n tru th fu l and trick y s ta te m e n ts . 
H e likew ise realized 
th a t F O R E S IG H T in th is reg a rd co n stitu ted sound business policy. 
U nder th is policy his new spaper 
a tta in e d g re a t public influence as well as re m a rk a b le business success. 


His Principles Still Hold Today
